Pierre Gervais Robinson, Jr., son of Dr, P. 
Gervais Robinson of 2710 Washington ave- 
nue, died shortly before 8 o’clock Saturday 
morning under most. distressing circum- 
stances, fy 

The young man passéd away in a patrol 
wagon attached to the Fourth Police Dis- 
trict substation at Jefferson avenue and 
Dayton street; while being conveyed from 
the station housé to the City Hospital. 

The discovery of death was not made un- 
til the patrol wagon had been driven into 
the rear yard of the hospital. Following

BODY DISCOVERED AT WANN. 


A New Revolver and a Half-Filled 
Bottle of Paris Green Lay 
Beside the “Mangled 

: Remains. 


A stylishly attired man of midde age, 
having the appearance of a prosperous man 
of business and supposed to be from Bt. 
Louis, took a large dose of paris green and 
then shot himself in the head in a lonely 
cornfield near Wann Station. 

Early Saturday morning a farm hand 
employed on the Cunningham farm, near 
Wann, had occasion to go across a large 
cornfield. Near the center of it he came 
upon the dead body *of the man. 

He was lying on his back, with his face 
upturned to the $¢ky. By his side lay a 
new revolver of lerge caliber and a small

at this institution, the body was ordered 
forwarded to the Morgue. 

There it remained upon a slab behind the 
giass partition, fully dressed and showing 
a face bruised and scratched, exposed to 
the gaze of the usual siorbid sensation- 


seeking crowd which haunts the city dead 
house, until the venerable father and his 
daughter, Miss Marie Robinson, arrived and 
identified it. 

An undertaker was then called and or- 
ders given for the removal of the body to 
the family residence. 

The cause of death cannot be ventured 
until the Coroner's jury has investigated 
the case. It may be found necessary, also, 
to hold a post mortem examination before 
satisfactory conclusion is reached. 

From the statements of the police who 
arrested young Mr. Robinson, the most 
plausible theory of death at present is that 
the young man, a delicate child froen his 
birth, and a constitution undermined by 
late hours and negligence of the laws of 
health, expired from heart disease follow- 
ing an evening's dissipation. 

ere is positively no evidence so far of 
foul play and none at all of suicide. 

The police may have been, although there 
is not now any direct evidence that they 
were indifferent fo the physical condition of 
their prisoner, and had they been a bit 
more discerning his plight might Wave been 
discovered in time to summon medical aid 
and save his life. 

Mr. Robinson had been drinking heavily 
Friday evening. He was at home to dinner 
at 6 o'clock with his father and four sisters 
and left the house about 7 o'clock. He di 
not return, but-as he frequently passed the 
night away from home with relatives and 

in Cabanne, his absence from tho 
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bottle half filled with paris green. 

Blood and brains were oozing from . 
gugecly hole in his head. His body, althoug 
t had apparenhtly only been there a few 
hours, was already beginning to show the 
effects of the poison. 

The farm hand epread the alarm and in @ 
short time a crowd gathered from Wann 
Station and the surrounding farms. 

The pockets of the man were searched in 
the hope of finding some clew to his iden- 
tity. No cards or writing were found. He 
carried a fine gold watch and two pocket 
knives. On the handle of one of these were 
the initials, “F. K." Besides these there 
was. nothing + the person except a nickel 
and two pennies. 

His clothing was of fine quality and fash- 
ionably cut, and his face indicated a man 
of refinement. 

Of all those who came to view the body 
not one had ever seen the man in life. The 
body has been removed to Wann and further 
efforts will be made to establish identifica- 


tion. 

The theory is that the man went over from 
St. Louls to the out of the way place, be- 
lieving that before the body would be found, 
identification would be Impossible.

DEATH OR BLINDNES. FEARED. 


SON OF DR. G. WILEY BROOME 
FIRED, THINKING THE GUN 
WAS NOT LOADED. 


EFFORTS TO SAVE THE BOY. 


Dr. Broome Aiding the Family Physi- 
cian in a Struggle to Prevent the 
Sad Results of a*Deplor- 
able Accident.

A, 30-caliber cat rifle In the hands of little 
George Broome, 12 years old, son of Dr. G. 
Wiley Broome, 3642 Lindell boulevard, has 
placed Willie Morris, 7 yeara old, at death’s 
door. If he does not die of the wound the 
injured boy may lose his sight, although the 
surgeons watching at his bedside day and 
night have strong hopes that they will save 
him from either calamity. 

Wiilie Morris is the son of Charles Morris, 
cashier for Rice, Stix & Co. He was enter- 
ing the gate of his home when he saw a 
crowd of his little playfellows sheoting at an 
improvised target in the vacait lot adjoin- 
ing. They called to him to join the sport, 
and as he turned to do so Georgie Broome 
pointed the cat rifle point blank at him. 
Broome was 60 feet away, but the weapon 
was discharged and the bullet pierced Wil- 
He fell to the 
ground unconscious, the blood streaming 
from the bullet hole. His mother and the 
servants heard the screams from the fright- 
ened boys !n the lot, and runuing to where 
Willie lay, carried him as if dead, into the 
house, 

The boys dispersed. Young Broome, 
heartbroken over the horrible accident, ran 
crying to his father. 

Mrs. Morris summoned Dr. Prewitt, the 
family physician, instantly, and he arrived 
Broome, the latter 
nearly overcome with ief at the uninten- 
tional mischief his little boy had wrought. 

The two doctors soon succeeded in stop- 


the bullet, but administered the necessary 
stimulants and found that the boy was 
neither dead nor dying. The bullet entered 
exactly between the eyes at the point 
where the ridge of the nose merges with 
the frontal bone. Both the cnild’s eyes 
puffed and blackened from the impact of 
the missile, and it seemed impossible that 
his sight could be saved. 

He rallied, however, and Friday night had 
recovered so much that Dr. Prewitt as- 
sured the parents and Dr. Broome that the 
little patient would live. Saturday morning 
Willie showed further improvement, but 
slight fever was apparent and the hopes 
of all grew brighter still. 

The bullet cannot be found. Probing 
thus far has failed to disclose its where- 
abouts, and the doctors are nonplussed 
and uneasy on its account. The remarkable 
recuperative power of the little patient has 
astonished them and given strength to th? 
belief that the bullet cannot be lodged in 
a vita] spot, and certainly did not touch 
brain or cerebral matter. 

The boy is now fuly conscious. as intel- 
ligent and observant as ever, and he can 
see with either or both eyes equally. He Is 
still secluded from the light, and as soon 
as he is strong enough to sustain further 
probing other efforts will be made to locate 
and extract the bullet. Dr. Prewitt believes 
that the leaden pellet either washed away 
with the coagulated blood from the wound, 
or, entering the nasal cavity which leads to 
the upper throat, may have dropped into 
the boy’s stomach and will thus pass away 
without further injury to the boy. The bul- 
let is not larger than a pea, and from the 
nature of the wound. neither flattened tn 
{fmpact against the frontal nor produced 
any fracture of the skull. 

It will be necessary to remove the bul- 
let, as it might produce inflammatory sup- 
puration that would attack and even de- 
stroy the boy’s sight at any time. 

Young Broome and Willie Morris have al- 
ways been the best of friends. The former 
is known as Willie’s champion and de- 
fender, and since the shooting little Rroome 
has been constantly near his wounded play- 
mate. He is almost heartbroken at the re- 
sult of his thoughtlessness, and repeats to 
all his little friends and to the doctors the 
oft-repeated, old. sad story “I was sure 
it wasn’t loaded.”

FORECAST OF -THE 
MESSAGE TO BE 
SENT TO CONGRESS. 


The Post-Dispatch has received from the same Washjngton correspondent, who 


on last Wednesday exclusively announced the adjournment of Congress from 
Wednesday to Monday, an exact summary of the President's forthcoming mes 
sage, as follows: i 


(Special to the Post-Dispatch from a Staff Correspondent.) 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—The high privilege of seeing the 
President’s message has been accorded to only four persons outside 
the Cabinet—all leading men in the National Government—and 
it is most significant that each of these four men now expresses his 
personal belief that war is inevitable. Having seen what the Pres- 
ident will communicate to Congress, they declare that no other 
result is possible. 

The opening part of the message is devoted to a terse review 
of the whole Cuban insurrection. | 

The President then recites specific acts, showing the origin 
and spread of anarchy in the island. He refers in detail to the 
devastation of fertile plantations and the starvation of an inno- 
cent and inoffensive people, in which, recently, Spanish officers 
have participated. 

This theme of existing anarchy, in fact, runs throngh all 
messaye—anarchy. That is “the whole history of the Cuban 
trouble,’ as the President himself terma it, cee = 

It is against this anarchy that the forces of the United Sta? 
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not grant the concessions absolutely necessary to remove and de- 
stroy it. cs 

THE PRESIDENT PLAINLY AND EXPLICITLY SAYS 
INTERFERENCE SHOULD TAKE THE FORM OF FORCIBLE 
INTERVENTION, SO THAT THE ANARCHY AND LAW- 
LESSNESS NOW EXISTING SHALL HAVE AN IMMEDIATE 
END. eae 
There afte two counts in the indictment drawn by the Pres- 
ident, both due to Spain’s complete failure to maintain law and 
order. : 

The first count is the menace to the commeree of the world. In 
the second eount the President deals with the destruction of the 
Maine. 

In plain, forcible language, the President declares that the 
blowing up of the battleship in Havana harbor was the direct 
result of the failure of the Spanish, the Cuban or any government 
_ claiming to administer laws in the island of Cuba to suppress the 
condition of anarchy existing there. | 

Then there is set forth this noteworthy fact: 

The Spanish Government has not, since the day thé Maine 
was destroyed, either through its diplomatic representative in 
Washington or through the American representative in Madrid, 
disavowed responsibility for that destruction. 

The President points out as evidence of the discourtesy of 
Spain the failure of the Government to establish the innocence of 
its agents in connection with the loss of so many lives on the ship 
of a friendly nation within the jurisdiction of its own alleged 
Government. 

As for Spain’s protest against being held responsible for the 
loss of the battleship, the President treats that as a simple diplo- 
matic protection, having no tangible evidence to support it. 

The sole declaration in the protest of Spain at all worthy of 
consideration, in the President’s opinion, is the assumption that 
the cause of the explosion was internal, but he insists that the 
Spanish Government has not presented a single fact to justify this 
theory. 


NO RECOGNITION OF 
INDEPENDENCE OF CUBA 


“The message does not contain a single encouraging word for 
the so-called Government of the Republic of Cuba. 

The President assumes that there is such an institution as 
a Cuban Republic, but he points out as significant of its.utter in- 
competency the fact that it exists only in New York and does not 
appear capable of administering the laws of the land it pretends 
to govern. : 7 | 

The President does not suggest any recognition 6f the Repub- 
lic of Cuba.’ He says‘he does not know that the people of Cuba are 
in full accord with the so-called Republic. That is a matter, 
he thinks, for them to settle for themselves, without reference to 
the United States or to interference by the United States. 

The President most vigorously sets forth his position as not 
intending that a declaration of war shall imply a war of conquest. 
This, he declares, according to our code of morals, would be a 
crime. ‘There is no desire on the part of the American people to 
profit by the misfortunes of Spain. 

The President declares the United States does not desire to 
acquire territory. Its intervention is inspired by its desire as a 
civilized government to check the barbarities that have charac- 
terized the anarchistic war now reigning in Cuba. 

The civilized code of war has been disregarded, the President 
says, no less so by the Spaniards than by the Cubans, The exist- 
ing conditions cannot but fill this Government and the American 


people with the greatest apprehension. : 
Th one foremost thing which the United States must do, 


according to the President, is to protect all its interests in the 
island and its commerce on the high seas. | 

The message furnishes no definite conclusion as to the next 
step to be taken.

According to the instructions received by Gen. Lee from Washington, any 
American citizen who cannot pay his passage will be carried free.

Department through. Gen. Lee’s recommendation, and at 10 o'clock will occur 
the formal transfer of the American Consular papers and effects to the protection 
of the British representative. 

The news did not become kfiown until this morning, but there 1s great -excite- 
ment amidst the Americans and their adopted brothers. 

Ample protection is assured them by the Spanish authorities, and the em- 
barkation promises to be made quietly and in order.

‘Lost a Fortune and Would Not Appeal 
to Relatives. 


The St. Louis friends of Peter Blow were 
greatly shocked at the telegraph report of 
his suicide in New York City. It Was 
learned that because he was discouraged 
over a loss of a fortune in stock specula- 
‘tion and his inability to secure a remuner- 
ative position he committed the rash act. 

Mr. Blow lived at 1” West Twenty-third 
| street, his quarters being well known to 
| theatrical men. It was in his bedroom, by 
turning on the gas, that he accompli is 
self-destruction. He usually slept during 
‘the day, and it was late in the afternoon 
| that the housemaid, while cleaning, detect- 


ed an odor of gas. 

The occupant of the room was dead. 

Mr. Lester Crawford, Clerk of the United 
States Cireult Court, and Edward 8.

| were Well acquainted with the deceased, Mr. 
| Robert says Mtr. Blow was 48 years of age. 
He was the only surviving son of the late 
Henry T. Plow, United States Minister to 
Venezuela, under President Lincoln, and 
brother of Miss Susie Blow, founder of tae 
kindergarten system in St. Louts. Miss Blow 
now lives at Casenovia, N. Y. Another sis- 
ter, Mrs, Mattie Blow Wadsworth, lives at 
Avon, N. Y.. and a third, Countess Suip- 
norff, resides in Washington, D. C., her hus- 
band being a member of the Russian Lega- 
tion, 

Mr. Blow inherited a half mijlion dollars 
at his father’s death, but was fond of good 
living, travel and speculation. He left St. 
Louis 12 years ago with $250,000 in cash for 
a tour abroad. He never returned here to 
live. As manager of one of Hoyt’'s theatri- 
cal companies, he was in St. Louis on sevy- 
eral brief visits. But for some reason he 
left the theatrical business. 

He had a cousin, Mrs. Hiram J. Grover 
of 3417 Morgan street, this city. Another 
cousin, Taylor Blow, Jr., lives at 2308 Pine 
street. Netther of the relatives had seen 
or heard from the deceased in years. 

The opinion was expressed by a friend 
here that he was in financial straits, and 
too proud to ask assistance or accept aid 
from relatives or friends.

DERSHES Dt ATE 


BRILLIANT BATTLE OF ANGLO- 
EGYPTIAN TROOPS AGAINST 
PAGANS IN NUBIA. 


— | 


WERE WELL LAID. 


PLANS 


The Engagement Was Very Hot While 
It Lasted and Many Were 
Killed on Both Sides. 


CAIRO, April 9.—The Anglo-Egyptian for- 
ces under the Sirdar, Gen. Sir Herbert 
Kitchener, attacked the dervishes’ position 
at 7:45 yesterday morning, and rushed 
Mahmoud’s zariba, the center of his fortifi- 
eations. without check. The attack was en- 
tirely successful, and the dervishes lost 
very heavily. 

Details of the defeat of the dervishes show 
that the Anglo-Egyptian force, after a night 
march. arrived at dawn before the enemys 
camp. When the trenches of the dervishes 
fad been bombarded, the whole Anglo- 
Egyptian force made a brilliant rueh for 
the zariba and the trenches. The der- 
vishes ‘stood their ground bravely and con- 
tinued their fire on the attacking force un- 
til it was close to them. Mahmoud, the 
dervisK general, was among the prisoners 
captured. 

As the dispatch was sent, the Anglo- 
Egyptian cavalry, horse artillery and Max- 
im batteries were pursuing the fugi- 
tives. The losses of the Anglo-Egyptian 
force include Capt. Urquhart, of the Cam- 
eron Highianders, and Lieut. Gore, of the 
Seafort lighlanders, killed, and ten officers 
of the British brigade and four British of- 
ficers in the Egyptian eervice wounded. 

The Sirdar’s force numbered 12,000 men, 
with 24 guns, under Col. Long, and 12 Max- 
ims. The enemy left Shandy with 19,000 
men. but suffered from desertions. The 
enemy was at first practically concealed 
under ground, in a strong Zariba running 
around the whole position. 

After an hour of heavy bombardment the 
brigades were formed up and carried the 
position at the point of a bayonet under a 
tremendous fire from the enemy. The Za- 
rabia was tora away, but the enemy clung 
obstinately to the trenches and were bay- 
onetted in them. During the whole admir- 
able bombardme Be by Col. Long not a single 

ervish was visible. 

3 ake lime was captured by the Tenth 
Zouave Battalion. He was underground the 
whole time his men were fighting. Osman 
Digna fled as usual. The prisoners say that 
Mahmoud’s force was deserting in large 
numbers before the battle. The enemy's 
guns, baggage, animals and standards were 
captured. 

The dervish fire was very heavy and the 
British loss was mostly before reaching the 
variba. Col. Murray had his horse shot un- 
der him and was wounded in the arm. The 
enemy certainly behaved with great brav- 
ery. The rockets under Capt. Beatty set 
the enemy’s camp afire in many places. 
Bashari Redi fell at the head of his men. 

The authorities call the battle the most 
brilliant ever fought in the Soudan, every- 
thing having been carried straight through 
without a ‘hitch or check. Nothing was 
visible in front of the position except a 
solitary wabbling camel, but in the trench- 
es the large number of mangled donkeys 
and camels proved the terrific effect of the 
fire. Inside the zariba there was an 4as- 
tonishing labyrinth of earthworks. 

The British brigade, in the defeat of the 
Dervishes yesterday at Albara and the 
capture of Mohmoud, the Dervish com- 
mander, and 4000 of his followers,. lost, in 
addition to the officers killed, cabled yes- 
terday, 10 rank and file killed and had 90 
men wounded. 

The Egyptians lost 51 men killed and had 
14 officers and 319 men wounded. The Der- 
vishes Jost abput 2000 men killed.

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FOUR CAPITAL GPERATIONS IN 
QUICK SUCCESSION AT THE 
CITY HOSPITAL. 


ALL HAVE A CHANCE TO LIVE. 


Three Were of Men Stabbed, Cut and 
Shot, and the Fourth a Med- — 
ical Case. 


- 


Dr. Otto Sutter, Superintendent of the 
City Hospital, broke the record for laparot- 
omy cases Friday. Four persons were oper- 
ated on, and though each case was des- 
perate there are chances for the recovery 
patient. 

Laparotomy is one of the most danger- 
ous cases of surgica] operations, and is 


only resorted to when the intestina] cavity 
is injured and death would result shortly 
unless the damage is repaired. If 50 per 
cent of the laparotomy cases prove suc- 
cessful the surgeon may have reason to 
congratulate himself. 

In each of the four cases Dr. Sutter 
spent about 30 minutes. 

Frank Jordan, who was shot by his step- 
gon, Harry Dawson, was the first to be 
subjected to the surgeon's knife. Two of 
the four bullets fired at him found lodg- 
ment in hig stomach and abdominal or- 
gans. The balls entered from the back. 
The stomach and abdomen were opened 
and the bullets removed. The wound in the 
stomach is not so serious as that in the 
abdomen. Here four of the intestines were 
punctured by the bullet. When the cavity 
was opened the surgeon made a thorough 
and careful examination, sewing up tne 
holes and replacing the intestines as he 
found them. Then the incision was sewed 
up and the patient relieved from the ef- 
fects of the anaesthetic. 

An hour or two later John Jenkins was 
placed on the operating table. He was in a 
dangerous condition from that most painful 
_disease—gall stones. Nothing but heroic 
treatment would avail. The body was opened 
and numerous and large gall stones were 
removed, 

Thomas Scott, a negro Workhouse prie- 
oner, was next. He was stabbed by a fellow 
prisoner and the wonder is that he was not 
tuken to the Morgue instead of to the hos- 
pital. The blade of the knife of the negro 
who attacked him entered his breast and 
penetrated the heart sae. Then with great 
force it was brought down severing the ribe 
from the breast bone and penetrating the 
stomach. 

he last of the four operations was per- 
formed after 6 o'clock Friday night. James 
d*arter, who was stabbed in the abdomen 
while in a crap game at Twelfth and Mor- 
gan streets, was the patient. While none 
of the intestines was severed, the knife 
biade entered the intestinal cavity and 
produced a rough, jagged and dangerous 
wound. 

After a patient has subenitted to the oper- 
ation of laparotomy he Is not allowed to 
drink water for from 2 to 36 hours, and 
Xheir suffering from thirst is piteous.

WILL FIGHT AN UNJUST TAX, 


Business Men’s League to Contest a 
Law of Other States. 


‘he joint commission of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association and the Business Men's 
League met at the latter’s office Friday to 
take steps looking towards a vigorous stand 
against the laws of 28 States which levy a 
tax upon ail corporations doing business 
within their borders.

It was decided that no objection can be 
urged against the taxation of corporaiions 
having offices, warehouses or resident 
ageneies in the various States, but that it 
is an injustice and a hindrance to levy a 
tax or special license upon firms which 
merely travel through or sell their goods 
in the 28 States where the objectionable 
embargo exists. : 

The National Manufacturers’ Association 
jis now considering the advisability of in- 
siructing its members to refuse the pay- 
ment of the tax in other States and the 
decision of the St, Louis conference Friday 
will go far towards. a concerted p.an to 
fight the burdensome laws. In most in- 
stances where a refusal to pay the tax has 
been brought into court the decision has 
been in favor of the visiting firm and the 
law is believed by manufacturers und job- 
bers to be unconstitutional, 


DELIRIOUS IN A POLICE CELL. 


Dispensary Physicians Didn’t Seem to 
Think Kennedy’s Condition Serious. 


Patrick Kennedy was found in a base- 
ment at 911 North Nineteenth atreet early 
Wednesday morning. He wae taken to the 
Fourth District Station and locked up as a 
vagrant. While in the cell he was seized 
with a spasm and was removed to the City 
Dispensary for treatment. 

Shortly afterward he was returned to the 
Station as “cured.” Inetead of being im- 
proved Kennedy continued to grow worse 
and Station Officer: Finley had him con- 
veye) to the City Hospital. He waa dis- 
charged from that institution Friday morn- 
(ing and sent to the Second District Police 
Court for trial. 

While in the calaboose Kennedy became 
irrational and butted his head against the 
cell wall. Then he pulled off his coat and 
‘Shirt and would have torn them to pieces 
had not a @eputy marshal interfered. The 
defendant was an object of compassion as 
he dragged himself to the prisoner's dock. 
He had no hat, coat nor shoes and was all 
but naked 

His face beamed a faint smile when Judge 
‘Btevenson ordered his release. As e 
reached the sidewalk Kennedy fell from 
wonkness. He says that it is impossible to 
Fecure employment. He is 45 years old and 
is a tailor by trade. He says he was at one 
time worth $5000, but is now homeless and 
without friends. The police are unable to 
understand why the dispeneary and hospital 
‘Physicians ‘treated the case so lightly.

MANUAL EDUCATION TO BE AF- 
FORDED BOYS AND GIRLS IN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


ENDOWMENTS TO BE RECEIVED. 


Plan by Which the School Board Hopes 
to Inaugurate a System of Manual 
Training in a Short Time. 


Next Tuesday night the Board of Edu- 
cation will adopt a resolution looking to 
the establishment of manual training in the 
seventh and eighth grammar grades of the 
public schools. It may be that the innova- 
tion will extend into all grades below the 
High School, but that will depend upon the 
ways and means at command of the board. 

“I do not believe it is practicable at this 
time to build, equip and maintain a manual 
training high school,” said Prof. C., M. 
Woodward, “but it is practicable to main- 
tain maunal training dn the two upper 
grades. It is done in nearly every large 
American city, and, as tested for years in 
Chicago and Boston, is a pronounced suc- 
cess and the most popular feature of the 


educational system of those places, 

“‘Many people think the St. Louis Manual 
Training School isa part of the pubiic schoo] 
System. In cities of 100,000 population man- 
ual training has been introduced by new 
high schools devoted usually to the train- 
ing of boys. Kansas City opemed one last 
September, and it has already 800 pupils, 
boys and girls, and is the most popular 
educational institution in Kansas City. Ev- 
ery city of DB, in Massachusetts is re- 
quired by law to maintain manual train- 
ing in its high school. 

“Chicago, Baltimore, Boston, New York, 
Brooklyn, Toledo, Cleveland, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis, Washington, San Francisco, Den- 
ver, Louisville, Portland, Ore., Indianapolis, 
Providence, Albany, Hartford, New Haven, 
Kansas City and as many more lesser 
towns have adopted manual training in 
their public schools.” 

It will be seen that St. Louis is far be- 
hind in the matter of manual training 
schools, and in the step contemplated for 
next Tuesday night the Board of Educa- 
tion believes it will be indorsed and en- 
couraged by the people of all classes. 

A report on Manual training by the Joint 
Committees on Instruction and Building 
is now in the hands of the board as a re- 
sult of the resolution appointing and in- 
structing this committee last November. 
The report is lengthy and describes inhor- 
oughly the project, its practicability, util- 
ity and probable cost. 

Following is a brief outline of the plan 
@s it has been successfully inaugurated in 
Chicago and Boston: 

“Two rooms are selected in some large 
grammar school, in which there is a large 
attendance of seventh and eighth grade pu- 
Pils, and which is of easy and convenient 
Sporosen from a few neighboring schools 
also containing high grade pupils. One of 
the rooms is fitted as a wood-working 
room for 24 boys at a time; the other as a 
cooking or domestic economy room for an 
equal number of girls. Pupils attend in 
sections of from 2 to 24, once a week, for 
a single session. Three sections attend 
each room daily, making 15 sections per 
week. Thus two rooms can accommodate 
a maximum of 360 boys and 360 girls. 

“The sections which go first in the morn- 
ing reach the rooms at 8:30 o'clock, and 
at 10:15 they go to their schoolrooms, where 
they spend about an hour during the morn- 
ing session. The second divisions, after 
about an ‘hour in their schooirooms, go to 
manual training, and spend from 10:30 to 
12:15 there; then they go home and attend 
the school tn the afternoon, as usual. The 
classes which go to manual] training or 
cooking in the afternoon go directly trae 
home, and return home at 3:30 without go- 
ing to the schoolrooms at all. It is found 
that sections from adjacent schools thus 
pass and repass a distance of from haif 
to a whole mile without confusion or dis- 
order. The attendance at the manual] train- 
ing rooms is remarkably regular and 
prompt.’’ 

The joint committee which framed the re- 
Ort was made up of C. M. Woodward, Wil- 
iam G. Moore, Willi Brown, Edward C. 
Eliot, Robert Moore and Henry Droste. 

It is not expected that the Board of Edu- 
cation is in sufficient funds to introduce 
the system at once, as it costs $3000 to equip 
and maintain one pair of such rooms for 
one year, and $1000 for every subsequent 
year. It is belleved by the joint committee 
that enough public spirited St. Louigans can 
be found to emulate the progressive people 
of other cities by subscriptions and endow- 
ments towards the desired enterprise and 
with the belief in view the Board of Educa- 
tion has been offered the following resolu- 
tion, the adoption of which will enable the 
project to move forward at the beginning of 
next term: 

Resolved, First, That the Board of Education 
authorize the acceptance of contributions of money 
for the purpose of eyuipping rooms for wood work 
and cooking, and for the employment of teachers 
and the purchase of supplies for the same when- 
ever such contributions are offered on conditions 
satisfactory to the President of the board and the 
Committee on Instruction, and provided that the 
aid can be accepted without pledging the board in 
any way as to future years. 

Second, That woodwork for the boys of the sev- 
enth and eighth grades and cooking and domestic 
economy for the girls of the same grades be in- 
troduced into the course of study just so far as 
adequate provision is made for instruction in those 
subjects. 

Third, That the manual training shops now or- 
ganized at the L’Ouverture School be made avall- 
able to advanced grades from tae Sumner Lieb 
oe and elsewhere to the ‘ull capacity of the 
plant. 

Fourth, That the Superintendeut of Instrouctiun, 
under the general supervision of the Committee on 
Instruction, is charged with the work of organizing 
and inaugurating these features,
